The storm doors of a quick lunch cafe 


sn Eighth street, below Chestnut, parted 
suddenly and a man was thrown into the 
street. When the man thus served ar.ose 
from the small swamp into which he had 
been cast, several hundred persons gath- 
ered around. 


"What's the matter, old man?" asked a 


flry goods clerk, "What happened? If I 
were you, 1's sue for damages." 


The man who bad been ejected kept 


very quiet. He was not intoxicated. He 
was well dressed and appeared to be a 
gentleman. He offered no explanation for 
his abrupt exit from the lunch "cafe. 
He 


brushed the mud from his clothes and 
walked away. 


The purple faced waiter who had 


thrown the man out was simply boiling 
over. 


"That man and a whole lot like him," 


be said, "have what is known as the 
condiment habit It is their practice to 
coiue in and order a cup of coffee, and 
atter they have drunk it they gather all 
the sauces, the salt and pepper and every 
other condiment, and no one else around 
the table can get a chance at them. With 
the material before them, tbey have a real, 
good time. 
First they take a dash oE 


catchup. Into that go vinegar, the pepper, 
salt, celery salt, Worcestershire sauce, 
molasses and anything else that may be 
handy. This they drink. 


"We have any number of such persons 


come in here. I first noticed it about six 
months ago. 
A lawyer who was in the 


other night told me that the people that 
carry on this way are called the condi- 
ment cult. 
He said that the desire to 


drink the fierce mixture they compound is 
almost as bad as that which the morphine 
fiend experiences. 


"As a rule, the men who have tried the 


trick here are genteel in appearance. 
When yon go to them, at first they make 
a brave stand for their rights, but when 
you throw them out they simply go away 
without ^causing any trouble, just as that 
fellow did." 


In other restaurants around town the 


waiters declared that they had met the 
condiment cult. 
In one hotel cafe oil 


Broad street the head -waiter said that he 
had several regular patrons who insisted 
on mixing the condiments on the table 
and drinking the mixture. 
"When they 


are regular patrons," he said, "we simply 
humor them and put the price on their 
bills, but when outsiders come in we dis- 
courage them, and we cannot say that 
they have ever tried to get us arrested." 


"I know one woman who had the condi- 


ment habit," said the proprietor of a 
Chestnut street cafe. "We let her satis- 
fy her peculiar tastes about three times 
here. Then it got too much for us, and 
we had to give her a talking to. She 
never came back, and we beard later that 
sbe had been arrested for disturbing the 
peace in another restaurant. 


"Once the condiment habit gets hold of 


these men and women it seems to cling 
to them. And I have noticed that the 
members of the cult decline rapidly in 
health as the result.'1—-Philadelphia Press.

He showed it to his wife, a queer smilo 


wrinkling his rugged features the while.

ly woman on earth who considered me a 
handsome man, and I have not been ab- 
solutely certain about tbnt. but it seems 
there is cue other."—Youth's Companion.

I was taken into one of the little conns 


in which were four cells, each with room 
lor tea persons. 
The sleeping berths 


were for ten persons, but the space be- 
tween these berths and the wall was so 
narrow AS to make it difficult for all the 
it-a. to walk at once. Several of them 
generally sit or lie on the berths. All the 
cells were open, and the prisoners were 
in the court. Some were mending their 
ragged clothing, some knitting stockings, j 
some merely lying or sitting in the sun. 
Most of them, however, were employed 
in destroying parasites in their hair or 
clothing. 


Several persons surrounded me and 


asked who I was, how long I "was to 
stay and where I was going. No one 
inquired why I was ia prison. That 
question is considered impolite in prison 
society. After having satisfied the curi- 
osity of the questioners, most of whom 
were in chains and were to be trans- 
ported to Siberia, I was taken. Into a 
cell, where a vacant place was shown 
me on a sleeping berth an ell wide, with 
a dirty pillow staffed with straw and no 
mattress or blanket, for both of which 
the prisoner's cloak serves. 


The prisoner who showed me my place 


was the ''elder of the ward" (starosta). 
He was very amiable, to me and recom- 
mended one berth, remarking: "There's 
plenty of room here.' There are only ten 
of us. In all the other cells there are 15. 
That's why I put you here." The fact 
IB that the elder was building hopes on 
me. He had noticed that I wore spec- 
tacles and had therefore concluded that 
I must be a "gentleman" and of course 
must know how to write, and he was just 
then very anxious to write a petition. 


I of course consented and asked him to 


explain to me his business. He began an 
account, from which my attention was 
distracted by a sudden sensation of burn- 
ing all over. "Oh! Is it they?" he asked, 
breaking off. ''They?" I repeated, won- 
dering. He nodded. My experience was 
familiar to him. "Never mind," he said 
consolingly, "they only bite so furiously 
just at first. You -won't feel them after a 
bit." 
I tore off my cloak. My shirt was lit- 


erally covered with vermin. They were 
in such swarms that I stood horror strick- 
en. It seemed to me that I must die from 
them. My new friend, still trying to con- 
sole me, helped me off with my shirt, and 
we went out into the court. Laying down 
the cloak in the hot sunshine to get warm, 
we employed ourselves in clearing the 
shirt of vermin. Before laying the cloak 
on the ground the elder held it up for me 
to look at, and it seemed to me to be al- 
most free from insects. But after a few 
minutes he called my attention, to it 
again. 
The vermin hidden in the coarse canvas 


texture had come out to the heat It was 
only then, that I understood in what con- 
dition the clothing was that had been giv- 
en, me. I drew back with the bitter con- 
viction that it was useless to struggle 
against such endless legions. But my in- 
structor assured me that there was no 
need to despair, that I must have pa- 
tience and that by working at it 18 houra 
a day one could get rid of a great many 
in two days. There was nothing for it but 
to follow his advice; not that I had any 
hope of success, hut rather from sheer 
desperation. But we had not long to sit 
in the court. At 7 p. m. our names were 
called over, and we were locked up in the 
cell. We lighted some tiny lamps, filled 
with grease, and went on with our work. 


Some had contrived to get hold of a 


pack of cards and spent the time in play- 
ing, though with frequent interruptions, 
as at any moment the sentinel might look 
in and catch the gamblers in. the act, 
which would have resulted in a search 
and the confiscation of the cards. One of 
the prisoners, therefore, stood admiring 
the beauties of the darkness, acting mean- 
while as scout, and gave notice with a 
movement of his foot every time the sen- 
tinel approached. Then instantly all the 
gamblers would put on the most innocent 
air and occupy themselves in some other 
way. At 5 a. m. we were let out. I had 
not slept at all nor obtained one moment's 
relief from the torment of the vermin. 


The prisoners crowded round the well 


and drank. Some took off their clothing 
and washed it, remaining naked while 
they did so. The-morning chilliness was 
still in the air. I and my new friend re- 
sumed our toil of the day before. 
He 


was evidently well accustomed to the 
work and looked compassionately upon, 
my ignorance and clumsiness. "You 
don't a bit know how to manage. "Eon 
look half afraid of them. You shouldn't 
go at it so gingerly. I know whose 
cloak that is," he went on. "A fortnight 
ago there was a fellow here—"Jack Fool" 
we used to call him. Quite a natural one, 
you know. 


"He was always soft in his head, and 


then he was ill, too—just all over wounds 
and sores from head to foot. Well, there 
he'd lie, and of course he got all over 
these creatures. He never tried to get 
rid of them. Of course a decent fellow 
wouldn't let his cloak get into that state, 
but the fool didn't care—not he. 
He 


didn't seem to have any feeling some- 
how." 


On learning the biography of my cloak 


I appealed to him ia horror to know 
whether I could not possibly get it chang- 
ed for another. He at first maintained 
that it was quite needless, that he could 
get rid of the vermin, that one could not 
catch diseases from clothes, etc., but he 
failed to convince me. "Of course," he 
remarked at last, "one can get it chang- 
ed. Jt'H cost a lot, but it caa be done. 
Here, sir, anything can be got for mon- 
ey. Why, not only clean things, you can 
have spirits, playing cards, paper, pens 
and ink—anything you like." 


My cloak WSB changed that day. Pris- 


oners are not allowed to have money in 
their possession, but a prisoner who hna 
money to Jiia account in tho oflico can 
buy things in the prison shop by order. 


Tho dealer, like a banker, cashes your 


order, though in goods instead of money, 
and takes 20 p«r cent himself tot trouble 
and risk. 
That evening I felt tut les« miserable 


in consequence of a clean cloak.—Free

dential party reached El Paso, the 
gateway of Mexico, at 0 o'clock Sun- 
day :uid will remain here until noon 
today. President Diaz of Mexico had 
hoped to n:eet the president here and 
shake hands across the border, but as 
the Mexican congress is in session he 
could not leave the capital. lie sent 
a persons! uif-ssage to the president, 
however, and also dispatched General 
Juan Hernendez, the commander of 
the second military zone of the state 
of Chihuahua, personally to present 
his good <vishes to the chief magistrate 
of the United States. 


Governor Miguel Ahnmacla of Chi- 


huahua, the mo.sit northerly state of 
Mexico, also traveled to El Paso to 
pay his respects, and these distinguish- 
ed Mexican officials, accompanied by 
General Hernandez's staff, in full uni- 
form, were received by the president 
in his ear at the station. 
After ex- 


changing felicitations the president re- 
quested General Hernandez to convey 
to President Diaz his personal good 
vrishes for the health and happiness 
of President Diaz and for a continua- 
tion of the cordial relations at pres- 
'ent existing between the two coun- 
tries. 


President Diaz message vras as fol- 


lows:

. -"When you arrived this day at the 
frontier of Mexico, 1 wished I might 
shake hands witlKyou, but I send you 
as cordial a salute as corresponds with

May 5 is the anniversary of the defeat 
of the French invaders at Ptiebla and 
is celebrated as the Fourth of July is 
in the United States. The Mexicans 
are not Puritanical in their observ- 
ance of the Sabbath. Indeed Sunday 
is always a fete day with them. 


The groat feature of the celebrations 


yesterday was a Spanish bullfight. A 
famous matadcre had come to Juarez 
'from tho City of. Mexico for the occa- 
^sion. , None of the members of the, 
'pre.sideiif's iniuieiliate party,attended, 
but buiuiglitmp' is the national sport 
iu Mexico, as In Spain, and General 
Hernandez and the governor of Chi- 
huahua occupied a box overlooking the 
ring. 
The light proved to be more 


than usually bloody and brutal^The 
net casualties were four bull's * dis- 
patched. or.e horse killed, two pica- 
dors unhorsed nnd one toreador severe- 
ly but uot fatally wounded as he was 
helped over tlio t'once surrounding tlio 
arena by a maddened bull.
